Presbyterian 
church preached a strong 
sermon in which he showed that the 
Bible 
authorises 
capital 
punishment 
He read for his scripture lesson the 13th 
chapter 
of 
Romans 
beginning 
Let 
every soul be subject unto the higher 
powers 
for there is 
no power but of 
God 
His discourse was based upon 
theory of government unfolded in this 
chapter 
Rev 
John 
M 
Bamhart 
pastor 
of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal church 
took 
a different view of the matter although 
he 
too declared that capital 
punish ¬ 
ment 
is necessary and just 
He said 
however that it was not authorized in 
the scripturos 
There is a clear distinction 
between 
thVftth and 13th chapters of Romans 
The former 
deals with individual ob ¬ 
ligations 
The latter deals with the 
power of government and the attitude 
of citizens and subjects thereto 
which 
is a different 
nronosition 
This differ 
ence is due to the fact that the powers 
of government are not based upon mere 
popular agreement 
Government 
ac-- 
cording to Apostle Paul is not a social 
compact 
It is a divine institution 
There is no power but of God 
Who ¬ 
soever therefore 
resisteth the power 
resisth the ordinance of God and they 
that resist shall receive to themselves 
condemnation 
The magistrate is the 
minister of God 
for 
good to the law 
abiding citizen 
and to execute wrath 
upon him that doeth 
evil 
Upon this 
ground alone can the exercise of gov ¬ 
ernmental power and authority by men 
over men be justified 
It in not an in- 
herent

right 
It is only 
a delegated 
right from God himself
